May Soon Get Down to Business. 


Tuesday is likely to be devoted in 
both houses to reading of President 
T aft’s annual m essage to congress, and 
after that the lawmakers should be 
able to get down to business almost 
immediately, as the details of organi­ 
zation and committee changes will re­ 
quire little time. 
The opinion is gain­ 
ing ground that little else than tile 
passage of the various appropriation 
bills will be attempted. 
In the senate the session will be re­ 
markable only in that it will mark tho 
farewell appearance of many members 
who for years have been leaders or 
familiar figures in the upper house. 
Chief among these are Senators Al 
drieh of Rhode Island and Hale of 
Maine, two of the oldest members of 
the upper house in point of service 
and for many years among the most 
conspicuous

senate at the expiration of their pres­ 
ent terms.
